JAPAN—AN EMPIRE BUILT 
FOR WAR. | 


Americans who scorn talk of any possible trouble 
. between this country and Japan, who jeer at the 
necessity of a united fleet, of adequate naval bases 
on the Pacific, and of a firm policy and practical 
plan for the prevention of such trouble, are fond 
of bolstering their position with the assertion that 
the Japanese are an industrious, peace loving 
people, mo’eed by a world reaction against war and 
actively opposed to a militaristic policy in their own 
country which would precipitate trouble with the 
United States. 

‘For the benefit of such opponents of American 
preparedness and for all Americans who have given 
the question neither study nor thought, it is well 
to ékplain that even if they arq right they are 
wrong.. That is, even if the rank and file of Japan 
are opposed to militarism and national-aggrandize- 
ment, they are helpless to prevent the development 
and execution of such a policy by the Japanese gov- 
ernment ag now 

The leaders of Japanese thought and action are 
monarchists and militarists of the purest ray. 
What the mass of the people may want need have 
no practical influence on what they will get. The 
Japanese constitution, formulated by Prince Ito in 
the '80s after careful study under Bismarck, care- 
fully provides that the heaven-sent power of the 
emperor shall not be disturbed by any modern 
peaceful ideas of the coolies, and that this son of 
heaven shall continue to exercise unlimited control 
over the army and navy which keep his policies, 
his powers, and his retainers safe from either the 
bourgeoisie or the proletariat. ! 

For example, the first section of the constitution 
gives the emperor sole and absolute right to deter- 
mine the weighty matters of making war or peace 
and of concluding all kinds of treaties. He may 
even place the whole empire under martial law, and 
thus suspend the constitution. L 

In an occidental state this power would be lim- 
ited by placing the matter of raising funds for pay- 
ment of army and navy in the hands of congress, 
parliament, or diet, representing the people. Not 
so in Japan. There the emperor not only fixes the 


erence to the diet. And if any subject objects he 
may be referred to the bill of rights in the constitu- 
tion, which prdvides that “ Japanese subjects shall, 
within the limits of the law, enjoy liberty of speech, 
writing, publication, etc.” Note the phrage * limits 
of the law.” That means that Japanese subjects 
may enjoy exactly such liberty as the emperor sees 
fit to have granted to them. Sit ce 

The diet not only has no voice in the regulations 
concerning the manning, equipment, and size of 
army and navy forces, but it may not even reject 
estimates as to the necessary expense entailed for 
theirupkeep. Neither can it rebuke nor hamper the 
emperor greatly by refusing to pass a budget fo1 
other purposes. The civil service is under control 
of the emperor in the same way as the army and 
mavy, so that all normal functions of government 
can proceed in an orderly manner without support

The army and navy can be quadrupled and 
the diet have no means of redress even if it thinks 
that such measurés are unjust to the resources of 
the country and its tax paying population.

while personal dislike by the ruler or continued 
opposition by the diet may result in the retirement 
of a minister or ministry, it is merely to bring into 
power a new section of the same bureaucracy.

Thus we have a bureau- 
cracy headed by the all-powerful emperor, prac- 
tically independent of the diet and in complete con- 
trol of the international policies of Japan and the 
means of carrying out these policies. 

In such a situation, of what value for the main- 
tenance of peace is any possible love of peace 
among the common people of Japan, even though 
it may exist. The government is militaristic and 
aggressive. It teaches the youth of the empire 
from earliest childhood that their greatest privilege 
in life and their most. positive assurance of a re- 
ward hereafter is to lay down their lives for their 
emperor. If the government decides that war is 
advisable for its greater glory and profit, it can\and

MODERNIZE AMERICAN | 
DIPLOMACY. 


One of the lessons of the great war was the 
inadequacy of conventional diplomacy to deal 
with essential conflicts between great nations. 

The diplomatic machinery is. the most backward 
of all agencies of government. It is still in the 
form given it by a political system which has 
passed away in all great countries except Japan. 
The diplomat began as a courtier and personal 
agent of a monarch. Diplomacy has built up on 
this conception an elaborate technique which ap- 
plied itself shrewdly to conditions existing m the 
age when wars were often dynastic rivairies and 


the ‘politics of courts, and where. personal intrigue 
swayed the welfare of millions. : 

This system has managed to survive in the 
democratization of governments. To the extent 
it has gurvived, it is a world nuisance and a 
weakness not only to the governments which have 
perpetuated it in greatest degree but inevitably 
to the whole world. 

Diplomats are trained in diplomatic technique 
and have little training or knowledge of the 
subjects which really bring nations into serious 
conflict. They are impressed with the Jmportance 


of diplomatic forms, of diplomatic finesse, of | 


legal fencing and paper victories. But of the real 
forces wigh which policy must deal, the financial 
and economic currents that sweep governments 
toward war, thay are, we must believe, very in- 
adequately informed. — 

‘Perhaps our own diplomats are less vulner- 
able in this respect than others. Few indeed are 
of the old wérld model. They are sometimes suc-

It must follow the lines of, 
the national purpose and work openly in accord- 
ance with the realized objects of the nation. 

If this central principle is recognized it must 
follow that American diplomacy will deliberately 
make use of publicity to keep the nation informed 
of its problems and its course of policy dnd thus 
brig to its support the final will of the nation. 

Any other course will threaten a failure as 
calamitous as befell the world policies of Woodrow

Some cases 
diagnosed as such are something else, as 
a matter of fact. Some cases of true 
pernicious anemia seem,to get well and 
to stay well for a considerable time. 
Even though the treatment, as a treat- 
ment of pernicious anemia, may not make 
good, it is worth knowing.about, since 
it supplies a list of foods that are rich 
in iron, and people now know that eating. 
foods containing iron is the best as well 
aS the most pleasing way to take iron. 
This is the plan: 1. Select foods rich 
in iron, such as fresh fruits, green vege- 
tables, eggs, cereals, meats. Their list of 
foods rich in iron is as follows: Fresh 
apples, bananas, dates, figs, oranges, 
oatmeal, beef, spinach, ‘radishes, celery, 
caulifower, beet greens, cornmeal, egs 
yolk, string beans, dandelion greens, 
tomatoes, carrots, strawberries, cereals, 
liver, green corn, lettuce, cabbage, 
canned and fresh peas, peaches, pears, 
and pineapples.

3. If thetr stomach juice contains no free 
acid they get meat only once a day, and at 
that the meat given them has been run 
through a chopper. 

4. The diet as outlined above contains 
about 2 ounces proteid and 10 ounces car- 
bohydrate. No fat is given, except such fat 
as is found in the meat. They think it well 
to avoid fats as far as possible. 

5. The best proteins to use are the com- 
plete proteins such as those found in eggs, 
milk, meat, and liver. ‘ 

6. They avoid foods irritating to the kiil- 
neys such as prunes, cranberries, plums, and 
grapes, and also excessive amounts of meats, 
gravies, coffee, and tea. 

7: And, finally, they advise drinking plenty 
of water between meals.

Expert on Hi Costs Finds 
~ Public Pays Too Much. 


Icé cream in all its forms is riding 
| for a fall and Russell J. Poole, city hi 
|cost bombadier, announced a campaign 
yesterday to push the hot weather food 
from its wartime position. 

The present prices of sundaes, sodas, 
cones and ice cream in bulk and in 
bricks, ‘are not in accord with the cost 
of production and the trend of the 
times,” Mr. Poole declared in his initial 
announcement. 

“Ice cream vendors, wholesale and 
retail, are reaping a big harvest as a 
| result of the 
weather. With the ingredients of ice 
/ Cream, sundaes and sodas costing much 

less than they did in 1919 and 1920, 
, prices remain at the wartime level. - 
Sees Plot to Fleece Public. 

“Unless there is a general drop to 
50 cents a quart for ice cream, a nickel 
for cones, and 15 ceiuts for sodas and 
sundaes including war tax, proof will 


and retailers are in cahoots to rob a 
sweltering public.’ 

The milk that is going into ice 
cream is costing only 33 cents a gal- 
lon, Mr. Poole'’said. This is near the 
pre-war level. ‘Sugar, the chief in- 
_gredient of plain. sirups, is 5 cents 
a pound. That makes its cost less 
than one-third what it was when con- 
fectioners shot soda prices to 22 and 
27 cents twWo years ago.
